DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. 
Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, 
and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the 
previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. 
Applicant's submission filed on November 26, 2008 has been entered. 

Claims 58-62 and 64 are pending and allowed. Claims 1-57 and 63 are 
canceled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
rejection of claims 58-62 and 64 under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, written 
description, is withdrawn in view of amendments. The state of the art teaches 
peptides that bind to and antagonize livin (also known as ML-IAP) (see Franklin 
et al, Biochemistry, 2003, 42:8223-8231), RNA interference that inhibits livin in 
vivo and sensitized tumor cells to chemotherapy induced apoptosis (see Wang et 
al, Cancer Gene Therapy, 2008, 15:402-412), and agents administered in vivo 
that bound and inhibited livin-related proteins and increased apoptosis for tumor 
cells (see US Patent Application 2007/0003535 A1 , Reed et al, filed March 17, 
2005). The prior art does not teach or suggest a peptide that comprises SEQ ID 
NO:127 or a method of sensitizing livin-(3-expressing cells for apoptosis 
comprising administering said peptide.
